Scencs among the Esquimaux. (Coneluded.) Nome 
business still prevented my return to Newfoundland, but our 
Jersev fishers at last brought me the following letter from 
Mr. English, dated two years after his first communication. 
* Toulinguct, 12th August, 1820.

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“The admiral visited us during his rounds last month, 
and appeared much disappointed at the continued intractabil- 
ity of my pupil Ursa. Excepting her increased knowledge of 
the English language, she is very little altered for the better. 
He observed that she possesses the same air of distrust, 
anxiety, and occasional abstraction, which marked the wan- 
dering character of her mind when first captured, and which 
is also common to her two country-women. They are to 
be sent back to the interior (well furnished with proofs of 
British liberality) on his return to St. John’s. 

“© He endeavoured to interest Ursa respecting the condi- 
tion of her own people, for whom he had brought presents 
of some value, and which she was to be intrusted with ; but 
whatever kindly feelings his generosity excited, were still 
shrouded beneath the same restless uneasiness, indicative of 
some powerful train of feelings whose source lay in the 
pest, and which engrossed her whole being. Fear and sor- 
row were evidently uppermost, and are almost the only e- 
motions she has of late exhibited. Once, and but onee, I 
beheld her moved to sympathy. “T'was by the sight of an 
infant in the arms of an Irish lady who came ona visit at 
the house. She gazed on the child with an absorbing car- 
nestness, that moved the anxiety of the mother for its sate- 
ty : but there was nothing to fear. Ursa with tears in her 
eyes explained to her in broken English, that she had left 
an infant of a similar age with her tribe when she was cap- 
tured, for whom she had never ceased to grieve. 

“On the first of this month, I embarked with Simon 
and his five comrades te convey this poor creature to the 
district where we had found her three years ago, and where 
we hoped to fall in with some of her countrymen, on whom 
the sight of her wealth, and the account she could give of

on a race so needy, and at the same time so distrustful, as 
the Esquimaux. Her cloak was now delivered to her along 
with the admiral’s gifts ; and even her baby-clothes were 
restored, that no unfavorable impression might remain on 
her memory. ‘The greater part of the voyage she was ob- 
stinately silent, and seemed under the influence of recollec- 
tions that agitated her violently. 1 endeavored to cheer 
her, but she shook her head and answered not. I asked 
her if she were ill? if she were sorry to return to her tribe ? 
if I could yet do any thing for her comfort? She at last 
replied in a tone of fearful energy, ‘“ Nothing ! nothing !” 
indicative of such determined self-reliance or self-abandon- 
ment, that I gave up the attempt in utter hopelessness. 

“* At last we entered the River of Exploits, and put a- 
shore at the same little rushy harbour near where the fight 
had occurred. I thought it imprudent to excite her feel- 
ings by taking her thither again; but a general feeling of 
curiosity, in which she strongly participated, and our anxie- 
ty to discover any late tracks of the wandering natives, with 
whom we might now hope to open an intercourse under 
more favourable circumstances, led us on to the very ground 
where we left her husband unburied three years ago. Noth- 
ing now remained of the slain Esquimaux, but the spot was 
well marked by nature in the luxuriant herbage that sprung 
from earth which had imbibed the life-blood of two human 
beings. A small rock lay beside it and further on a second, 
on Cabot’s grave. ‘The moment Ursa reached that little 
patch of verdure in the midst of barrenness, she became 
convulsed with feelings whose intensity was too great for en- 
durance. She struggled for utterance, and, bursting into a 
loud and piteous scream, fell to the carth amongst us. We 
hastily raised her, and supported her on the large stone, 
while one of the men ran back for some water, which he 
brought in his hat; but she could not sit, she could not 
speak, she could not breathe !—that piercing cry was the 
last sound she uttered.

On reaching the place in their route across the 
island where they had both been taken prisoners about two 
years ago, one of them fell dead! (what a strong coinci- 
dence ?) and the other obstinately refused to proceed, and 
finaliy reteset with the escort. She will explain nothing 
further thay, tat she is afraid her tribe would kit her ! 

“ "Phe acnural’s opinion now is, that the hereditary an- 
tipathy of the Esquimaux to the European settlers is such, 
that they forbid any intercourse with them under pain of 
death. Uf this be the case, our labour is fruitless.”

lost no time in entering into a secret understanding with the Pretorian band. 
Aly was on the eve of becoming a sacrifice to his misplaced confidence, when 
he was removed from the perfidious grasp of Hussein, by an attack of the 
plague. ‘The traitor sutceeded to the government, and is now the Dey. He 
was a member of the Ulemas, or men learned in the law, and consequently | 
aman of much more cultivated understanding, than the majority of his prede- 
cessors. He possesses great firmness of character, and has hitherto entertained 
the most implicit confidence in his resources, in case of an attack from any 
European power. Inherent cruelty is not his vice; though inexorable in his 
judgments, he is accounted a just man, among his own people, but: withal, des- 
potic enough in whatever concerns cither Jew or Christian. By liberality, 
adroitly applied, he has acquired popularity with the militia. As an instance 
of this, he has more than once divided the tribute extoried from the European 
government amongst his soldiery ; and this he did a few years ago, when he 
received a considerable indemnity from Spain. 

He is an Eastern despot in the most luxuriant sense of the word,—living a 
life of seclusion with his family behind the walls of the ‘ sultan’s palace,’ which 
commands the town. Herc he is guarded by a band of resolute guards, whose 
adherence he secures by paying them regularly every evening. He secs no 
one, and is seen of none, not even by his divan or council, who are kept at a 
respectful distance, in front of a trelliced partition which adjoins his residence. 
The loyalty of the townsmen is not likely to be shaken : for he has threatened 
that the very semblance of an attempt against his sacred pesson shall be fol- 
lowed by his laying their homes level with the dust, and burying himself be- 
neath the ruins. His person is a perfect armoury ; and he not only carries an- 
tidotes against poison about him, but forces his attendants to partake of every 
dish before he ventures upon their contents ; nay, he has been frequently known 
to prepare his meals with his own hands, and on such occasions they are limit- 
ed to boiled eggs and olives. He has iu general a telescope in hand for the 
purpose of nearer observation ; and, when he adjourns to his couch, he closes 
the doors withinside, and lays the keys by his side. 

Braham, his prime-minister and high-treasurer, was formerly a state-messen- 
ger tothe Bey of Constantina; and was subsequently appointed the Dey’s 
chamberlain and keeper of the purse—an office which introduced him into his 
master’s confidence, and paved the way to the station which he at present fills. 

He is a crafty person, and so suspicious of others that it is extremely difficult 
to conduct any negociations with him. Ibrahim Bash Aga is minister of war 
and commander of the forces. He came from the Levant as a common soldicr, 
became the Aga’s pipe and coffee-bearer, and in this capacity managed to ac- 
quire his superior’s favour. It happened that the Aga was in quest of such an 
individual as Ibrahim in behalf of his daughter, whose hand had been refused 
to an officer of the militia. The father could scarcely render his child a more 
acceptable service than the making her a present of so young and handsome a 
spouse ; and the son-in law speedily migrated from the pantry to the cabinet, 
despite that he succeeded a minister who had been bastinadoed out of this 
world. His elevation occurred shortly after the breaking out of hostilities with 
France.

Trial of Join F. Knapp. The long pending Trial of John F. Knapp, as a 
principal in the murder of the late Joseph White, is brought to a close. A 
jury of his country has pronounced him Guilty, and the sentence of Death 








has been pronounced upon him. 


Judge Putnam, after the conclusion of the arguments, on Friday last, inquir- 


The Judge then delivered to the Jury, an impressive Charge, occupying 
about an hour and three quarters. 

The Jury retired to their quarters at one o’clock, and the Court adjourned, 
—to mect again when the Jury should give notice that they had agreed upon 
a verdict. 

At six o’clock, says the Salem Register, the Court bell proclaimed that the 
Jury were ready to announce their verdict. ‘The Court House was filled to o- 
verflowing ina few minutes—the prisoner was brought in and placed at the bar. 
The Jury were in their seats before the ringing of the bell. As soon as the Court 
were opened the Clerk inquired of the Jury whether they had agreed upon a 
verdict. The reply was in the affirmative. ‘The Clerk, “ Who shall speak for 
you 1”—Jurors—“ The Foreman.” The prisoner (standing) was directed to hold 
up his right hand, and look upon the Foreman—the Foreman to look upon the 
prisoner, The Clerk proceeded—“ Mr. Foreman, what say you—is the prisoner 
at the bar guilty or not guilty ?’”—Foreman—“ Guilty.” The Clerk then read 
the verdict as recorded, and said, “So you say Mr. Foreman, and so you all 
say ?” They bowed assent. The scene was affecting ; several of the Jurors 
and many others in Court discovered evident emotion—But the prisoner re. 
mained unmoved throughout the ceremony. 

The prisoner was then remanded, and Court adjourned to 9 o'clock, on 
Saturday morning. 

On Saturday, the Court was opened at the time appointed. An immense 
crowd had assembled to witness the solemn ceremony of passing sentence of 
death upon the prisoner. His name was called by the Clerk—when he rose 
and answered with his usual composure. 

The Attorney General then rose and in a very impressive manner addressed 
the Court to the following effect : P 


“ May it please your Honors : 

“John Francis Knapp has been indicted by the Grand Jurors of| 
the County of Essex, as principal in the second degrec in the mur- 
der of Joseph White—upon that indictment he has been arraign- 
ed and pleaded not guilty—a jury of his own selection has been 
empannelled and sworn to try the issue between him and the 
Commonwealth—able and learned Counsel have been assigned him 
by the Court at his request—and the jury, after an attentive hear- 
ing of all the evidence and the arguments of Counsel, have return- 
ed a verdict of Guitty. The punishment which the law requires 
is Death. 

“I therefore move your honours, that sentence of Death, con- 
formably to the Law, be now pronounced against the prisoner, as 
a just retribution for his crime.” p 


Judge Putnam then addressed the prisoner as follows : 


“Joun Francis Knapp, 
You have been indicted for the crime of Murder—and upon 
your arraignment have pleaded that you were not guilty—and put 
yourself upon God and your country for trial. Able and learned 
Counsel have been at your request assigned by the Court to assist 
you in your defence. Your case has been committed to a very in- 
telligent and impartial jury, selected by yourself, who have for six 
days patiently and attentively listened to the evidence and the ar- 
guments. All that learning and industry, fidelity and talents, could 
suggest, has been urged in vain in your defence. The Truth has 
prevailed—and the jury of your country have established your 
guilt—the Court is satisfied with their verdict, and you come now 
to receive the Sentence of the Law. 
Before we proceed to that last and painful duty, we are desirous 
of doing you all the good in our power, by awakening your mind 
to a consideration of the awful doom which awaits you. Would to 
God that any thing we could say would have the effect of soften- 
ing your heart, and of leading you to sincere contrition and re- 
pentance. 
The horrible murder of which you have been convicted, stands 
in bold relief and deformity in the history of Crime. 
The victim of your ferocity, in a few years according to the 
course of nature, would have sunk into his grave in peace, but for 
the thirst for gain which corroded the hearts of those who con- 
spired against his life. He was living in the midst of as peaceful a 
community as exists upon the earth, surrounded by his relations 
and friends upon whom he had lavished his bounty. In the still- 
ness of the night—while he rested his aged limbs upon the bed— 
while he was in the arins of sleep—in his own house—in the centre 
of this populous town—the Assassin of your procurement commit- 
ted the deed of Death, while you, in the judgment of the Law, 
were present and aiding him in the fact. 
The circumstances attending the conspiracy, exhibits a cool, de- 
liberate design to take the life of the victim, merely for the sake of 
gain. There was no other passion to be gratified. 
The Conspirators were all young. They were connected with 
respectable families. They were born, and reared and educated 
among us. They had the means of living within their own con- 
trol, if they had pursued the course of honesty and industry. 
But they forsake this course, and resolve to cut their road to for- 
tune through blood and murder. 
Our peaceful city stood aghast at this dreadful deed. The very 
foundation of our society seemed to be shaken—and the shock was 
= to this vicinity or State, but extended throughout this 
and. 
Suspicions too horrible for utterance were excited in the breasts 
of reflecting men. The sense of security which the Law inspires 
was in a great measure lost. No man’s house was considered a 
safe castle—and men seemed for a time disposed to trust to their 
own arms, rather than to the protection of the Law for their safety. 
But there is a providential watch constantly over us. The mur- 
derers have been detected by means as extraordinary as_ their 
crime was atrocious. The Assassin has perished by his own hands 
—and the tremendous punishment for your crime is about to fall 
upon you. 
But there is in these awful events a waRnine voice, which 
_— to all, and especially to the young, as with the sound of the 
Zarthquake, in every breeze which wafts the news of this horrid 
tragedy—“ Forsake not the ways of Truth, and honest Industry, 
which lead to Honor and Everlasting Life, for the paths of Vice 
and Profligacy which lead to ignominy and death.” 

“ Be not deceived by their enticing appearances. At their be- 
ginning, the rose buds of hope and passion may appear, but they 
end in anguish, poverty and destruction.” 

Our fervant prayer for you is, that you may be prepared by sin- 
cere repentance, to appear before the judge of all the earth. And 
we would urge you to apply to those pions men whose duty it is to 
teach our Holy Religion, to help you with their prayers and instruc- 
tions during the few remaining days which may be allowed to you; 
and may God grant success to their endeavors. 

It only remains for us to declare the sentence of the Law—which 
is, and this Court doth accordingly adjudge, 

That you be carried from hence to the prison from whence you 
came—and from thence to the place of execution—and there be 
hanged by the neck until you shall be dead. And may God of his 
infinite grace have mercy upon your soul. 

When the Judge was about to pronounce the dreadful sentence, the Court, 
the Bar, and the whole audience rose. 

After pronouncing the last words, continues the Register, the austerity and 
firmness of the Judge gave way to the feelings of the man; he was most sen- 
sibly affected ; for some moments he was absorbed in tears, and his sobs were 
audible to those who were near him. Many of the audience were equally af- 
fected. But the prisoner stood, steadfast and immovable—there was not the 
slightest change of countenance—no tears—and not the least emotion. He 
appeared like a statue of adamant. When about leaving the bar, where he 
had received the‘awful sentence, which doomed him to death on the very next 
time he would be permitted to leave his gloomy dungeon, he took from his 
pocket his quid of tobacco, and placed it in his mouth, with as much apparent 
unconcern as if he had been the most disinterested spectator of the solemn 
scene. 

The prisoner was remanded, as soon as the sentence was pronounced, and 
the Court was adjourned to the second Tuesday of November next, when the 
trial of Joseph-J. Knapp jun. and George Crowninshield will take place.

Commonwealth v. Patrick Macdonal@jn complaint of James L. 


The complaint set forth that on the evening oft of August, the ‘ 
ant did make an assault on the person of Jenniso ; and him did stab.in 
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Patrick, on being called to answer to the charge, averred that he was guilty o 
nothing, except a piece of lath under his sleeve—said lath having been by him 
picked up in the gutter, and converted into a weapon of defence against the 
assaults of complainant. 

Jennison testified that he was in the bar of the Congress Street House on 
Sunday evening, about 10 o’clock, when Patrick and another came in and cal- 
\ed for glasses of liquor. This companion of the defendant, sat down by the 
ide of Cushman, a boarder at the Congress Street House, who happened to be 
in the bar-room at the time, and began to talk about a bit-stock which he ac- 
cused Cushman of having concealed. He at lergth became saucy, and Cush- 
man threatened to put him into the street if he did not keep quiet ; whereupon 
this defendant stepped up and said his friend should not be thus maltreated, 
Some high words ensued, and Cushman shoved Patrick’s companion into the 
street, and witness did the same favor for the defendant. In the street Patrick 
aruck at witness five or six times, and witness put in a rejoinder in the shape 
ofaregular knock down. Here Patrick, finding he was getting the worst of it, 
caid to his friend, “let’s be off,” and both accordingly fled. Witness then 
went in, and on examining his arm and shoulder found them bloody, and one 
had wound on the side of his neck, which Dr. Phelps, who was immediately 
called in, stated came very near being a serious one. Some person in the bar 
saw Patrick slip something under his sleeve which apparently had a turned 
handle. Patrick and his friend subsequently came back, and standing in front 
of the bar-room, dared any body to come out and fight. 

Mr. Cushman stated that defendant’s friend, who came into the bar with 
him, began to pick a quarre] with him about a bit-stock which he accused wit- 
ness of having concealed, when they were at work together a short time since, 
at the Old State House. Defendant, when he found high words between his 
friend (Colman) and the witness, would have his finger in the pie, and symp- 
toms of an incipient row beginning to show themselves, the two worthies (Pat- 
rick and his bosom companion Colman) were directed to “cut dirt,” and 
+ clear out”—which they refused to do. The epgnsequence was that they were 
hoth ejected from the bar-room, and Patrick, who was knocked as flat as a 
flounder by Jennison, had an opportunity as he lay gazing at the blue empy- 
rean, of recalling to his mind Moore’s celebrated melody— 

“ My lodging is on the cold ground,” &c. 


Mr. Davis said he tended bar at the Congress Street House. Patrick and 
Colman came in and called for tiquor, which he gave them. Soon after they 
called for more, which Davis refused to furnish, inasmuch as he had before 
been under the disagreeable necessity of putting master Patrick into the street, 
when he grew obstreperous in his cups. Presently the disturbance began as 
related by other witnesses, and Jennison, who had thrust Patrick from the 
door, followed him into the street from whence he returned with his arm bloody 
and mangled. He had heard Macdonald say, he meant to raise a gang to 
whip Jennison. 

Patrick. O, Davis, now! that’s too bad! you’re on your oath you know, 
(A laugh.) Oh, people may laugh as much as they’ve a mind to,—but this 
is'nt what I call fair play. The fact is, I was led into taking a part in another 
man’s quarrel—and if a fellow gets into bad company, he cant keep out of a 
scrape.

Mr. Justice Simmons interrupted the private petition of the defendant, by as- 
suring him he was satisfied that he (Patrick) was at the bar-room in Congress 
street, aiding and abetting Colman in a breach of the peace. He should there- 
fore order him to recognize for his appearance at the Municipal Court, in the 
sum of fifty dollars. 

Mr. Constable Reed, then sidled up to the defendant, and in his plain, blunt 
way, enquired who he expected would bail him. Patrick said there was a gen- 
tleman down the street, that he was sure would be responsible for his appear- 
ance, but he desired Mr. Reed’s opinion, as a friend, whether it was worth 
while to trouble him. Mr. R. very promptly replied, that he would’nt have to 
stay in jail more than three weeks or so, and he did'nt believe it was worth the 
trouble of a long walk, to look up sureties. After due consideration Patrick 
said he rather guessed Mr. Reed was in the right, and if he (Mr. R.) was at 
eisure, and would accompany him, he had’nt the slightest objection to making 
call at Mr. Badlam’s in Leverett street. The twain took up their line of 
yarch ina very neighborly and familiar way. 





Robert Callahan, a Woff Trishman with the true Kilkenny brogue, made his 
appearance at the bar, attended by two interesting females, one of whom was 
riving suck to a juvenile native of the Emerald Isle some six months old,—and 
lisplaying a bosom that reminded us of what Louis the XVIIL said about the

Callahan. © to be sure I did, your honor,—but bad luck to us there was’nt 
the shadow of a drop to drink in the place. 

Mr. Simmons. It seems to me that you are a little swipesey at this very 
moment. : 

Callahan. An how can that be, your onor, when IT have’nt wet the lips of 
me the blessed morn ? 

Mr. Simmons. Now which was it, Callahan, a glass of rum or gin that you 
drank first before you came up here ? 

Callahan. Nather, your onor,—it was just a drop of whuskey and water, 
with a sprinkling of sugar in it. 

Mr. Simmons. Well 1 shall dismiss the complaint till 3 o’clock this after- 
noon, if you come here then sober, and tell the same story that you relate now, 
I shall probably issue a warrant for the apprehension of Foley. 

Here the complainant began to grumble about the slow pace of justice in the 
land of liberty, and was retiring from the Court room, when up jumps Catherine 
Stevens, one of the fair dames above mentioned, and declares that Foley came 
into the cellar where “ that gentleman,’ (Mr. Callahan) was sitting—knocked 
him down, and kicked and abused him in the mest scandalous manner consave- 
able ; and there he lay,” quoth Catharine, “ dead on the floor for as much as 
five minutes, without the breath of life in him.” She furthermore went on to re- 
late that Paddy Foley, not content with killing the gentleman who, according 
to her statement, was quietly taking his drop of creature comfort in the corner, 
urned upon her, and began to apply the toes of his clouted brogues to several 
prominent parts of her person, in a very unhandsome and disagreeable sort of 
way.

ENGLAND. 


A slip from the Journal of Commerce informs that ship Gratitude,

The following paragraph from a 
paper of that date contains important intelligence :— 

“ By the Camilla, steam-boat, from Havre, we learn that Algiers 
surrendered to the French Army on the 5th instant. It was reported 
the Dey had been killed. The city surrendered at discretion, 
without firing a gun. Twelve men of war were taken in the har- 
bor, and the crews of the two French brigs were found alive, but 
in prison.” 

A telegraphic despatch from Admiral Duperre, dated June 28, 
states, that the French army was then engaged with the enemy 
near the Fort of the Emperor, the attack upon which was soon ex- 
pected to take place. It does not appear from this despatch, how- 
ever, that the affair was more than a mere skirmish; and up to the 
date in question, the quantity of besieging artillery landed could 
not have been sufficient to enable the French to commence the 

tege of the fortresses with a reasonable chance of success. In- 
deed it would appear that notwithstanding the bravery of the 
French troops, the resistance of the Algerines has been found 
much greater than was anticipated ; and the order which has been 
given at Toulon to send off immediately to Algiers the 40.900 mer 
of the army of reserve, shews that M. 4 Duurinont has had doubts 
of success with his present forec. There is certainly some mys- 
tery about the official doopatches, and a good deal of pains is taken 
to account for the absence of the Arabs, from whom supplies of 
provisions were expected. If supplies should not be obtained from 
them, and the French should not have possession of Algiers before 
the end of the summer, the position of the army will be critical, as 
it will not be pra@ticable afterwards to.draw supplies from the 
fleet. 

The following article from the New-Haven Herald, confirms the 
report of the capture of Algiers. 

“ New-Haven, Aug. 23.—By the brig Industry, Captain Beecher, 
arrived at this port on Saturday evening, in 13 days from St. Barts, 
we learn that a Swedish ship had arrived there, in a short passage 
from Gibraltar, bringing accounts of the capture of Algiers by the 
French on the 4th of July, by assault. The loss of the French in 
killed, was 3,500—Algerines 5,000. The Dey retreated to the in- 
terior. The French were repulsed in the first assault. Letters 
confirm this intelligence. Capt. B. says that this news is now but 
38 days from Gibraltar.” 

BRAZIL. 

The reports of passengers recently arrived from Rio de Janeiro, 
represent the political condition of Brazil as assuming a highly fa- 
vorable and promising appearance. The course pursued by the 
chambers is popular, and their sessions are attended by crowds. 
The reports from the different departments are full and regular; 
and the constitutional monarchy of Don Pedro bids fair to be a suc- 
cessful experiment, should his life be preserved.

The Weath::. - A North Easterly dry storm commenced on 
Wednesday morning, and continued through the day and succeed- 
ing night. The wind blew with great violence through the whole 
of Thursday accompanied with rain in the afternoon. A great loss 
of fruit and standing grain is anticipated. Many of the coasting 
vessels in our harbour, says the Salem Gazette, were driven from 
their moorings and more or less injured. Between 6 and 7 o'clock, 
last evening, no less than twelve had been driven to the head of! 
the harbor, and run aground at Pickering’s Point and Wyman’s 
Mills. Three or four of them were loaded ; the rest light coasters. 

A schooner, whose name, (the Saratoga, of Portsmouth,) was 
read upon her stern as she drove by Derby Wharf, had run foul of 
a large schooner, lying in the harbor, and carried away her bow- 
sprit. To extricate the Saratoga from the wreck, it had probably 
been thought necessary to cut away her foremast, as the marks of! 
the axe were pliinly to be seen. The attempt had not been com- 
pleted, howe.cr, and she ran ashore, with both masts standing, on 
the beach just below Derby Wharf, where it is feared she will bilge. 

In the afternoon, a schooner was seen at anchor, back of Fort 
Pickering, with bulwarks gone. 

The shipping at the wharves escaped with little or no injury.— 
About twenty vessels also, at anchor in the harbor, appeared to be 
riding qut the storm in safety, at dark. The tide, fortunately, rose 
but little higher than usual, so that the wharves have suffered but 
little. 

The Eastern. Mail Route, between Salem and Newburyport, was 
very much obstructed yesterday afternoon, with branches of trees 
broken, and fences overturned, by the force of the wind.

His positions were frequently and rather plump- 
ly disputed, and it was found to be out of the question to utter a 
speech amid such a Babel-like confusion of tongues as prevailed 
during the time he had the floor. Mr. Dexter, therefore soon be- 
came quiet and sat down. The remainder of the evening was con- 
sumed in hissing, groaning and shouting, and a motion for adjourn- 
ment was made and carried at nine o’clock. We entertain serious 
apprehensions that Anti-Masonry begins to droop.

Review of New Books. 
Tales of the Tar. 





The modesty of a — a = 

in these days, that it prepossesses us in favour of the 
ae. yreers Glassock, R. N.; and the Tales of the 
Tar have justified our anticipation. They are nine in num- 
ber; and we will presume to say, on our landsman critical 
authority, perfect pictures of sea fashions and sea-men. As 
naval sketches, they are indeed true almost to a fault ; eve 
ry syllable is redolent of tar, and every thought and action 
seems to be generated by the motion of shipboard. Jack 
neither speaks, walks, nor reasons, like a fellow ashore: 
his lingo, his swing, and his conclusions, are all essentially 
different; and while tossed by a hurricane, he sincerely pit- 
ies the creatures on (terra firma, who are exposed to 
accident from tiles or chimney-pots being blown about their 
heads. 

The Breeze at Spithead, which occupies 174 pages of 
the work, is not only a narrative of great interest in itself, 
but of high importance in a historical point of view; the 
facts being gathered with much care from the most authen- 
tic sources. ae 

The sailors have determined on a redress of their griev- 
ances, the complaints respecting which had, it must be con- 
fessed, been sadly neglected—the breaking out of the storm 
is thus described :— 

«6 Well, five or six weeks passes over from our first sail- 
ing to our return to Spithead, when, on the 15th of April, 
the Royal George makes the signal to prepare to sca—this 
was of a Sunday a’ternoon. There was little more done 
that day than to broach the business.” * How?” ‘Why, by 
three thund’ring cheers, led by the lazy Charlotte, and fol- 
lowed by every ship in the fleet, as fast as they could rig 
their roarers. Never, no, never since the fall 0”? man was 
known such a hallabaloo. Why, the very air rang wi’ the 
roar, and the ships at their anchors shook for all the world 
like the shock of an earthquake. I was alongside the Char- 
lotte at the time—for you see I was coxon o’ the cutter as 
only a little afore left the frigate to fetch our carpenter a- 
board, as went to look at the model of a new fashion way 0” 
fishing a taup-sail yard. Well, pea from pan never popped 
faster nor did Bill from the boat at the sound o’ the Char- 
lotte’s cheer ; ‘for,’ says I to myself, ‘ the breeze’s begun.’ 
Afore you could well crack a biscuit 1 stood on her starboard 
gangway. ‘There were the leattenants, mates, midshipmen, 
purser, surgeon, warrant-ofticers, and all, flyin’ up the lad- 
ders, and imust’ring helter-skelter on deck, like men as was 
fairly mazed. ‘The second leaftennant had charge o’ the 
ship, for the first was ashore, and the captain, in course, was 
seldom aboard. One Mister W n was second leaften- 
nant, and a finer fellow, they said, never took trumpet in 
hand. I'll never forget, no never, as long as breath’s in the 
body o” Bill, the look o’ the man when he first tumbles up 
from below. ‘ What’s the matter—what’s the matter?’ says 
he lookin’ 2p in the crowded riggin’, with his eyes starin’ 
out of his head—for the riggin’ was reg’laily m2nned, and 
there was more, ay, more nor seven hundred souls in the 
shrouds! ‘Oh God !’ says he flingin’ himself down on his 
knees, and heavin’ up his arms aloft—‘ oh,’ says he ‘is it 
come to this! Shoot me—shoot me! says he—‘ blow out 
my brains at once, for I can never live to hear it said, that 
whilst J,’ said he, with the blood biling up in his face, 
‘whilst [had charge o’ the ship, a disturbance broke out 
aboard!’ ‘ We'll not hurta hair o’ your head,” sings out a 
couple vu’ hands, fast hurryin’ down from the larboard main- 
riggin’—* No, not a hair,’ says Uddlestone, one of the 
Charlotte’s quarter-gunners, as was made of her delicates. 
‘ Not a hair,’ says Bob Glyn, the other as belonged to the 
folksel—for I knew the pair on ‘em well. ‘ Not a hair,’ says 
Bob, stepping up to the man on his knees.‘ Get up, sir— 
up, sir,’ says Uddlestone. ‘ Rise, Mister WwW —rise, 
sir,’ says Glyn, ‘ you’ve always behaved like a man,’ says 
Bob, as he and Uddlestone lends the poor gemman a fist to 
get on his pins—‘ we’ve nothing to say, no, nota word a 
gainst you, Mister W n, nor officer on board.’ ‘ No, 
says Uddlestone, ‘we wants no more nor our grievances 

granted,—and it’s not the leaftennants, nor yet the captains, 
in the fleet as can now do what we wants.’ Well, you 
know, the whole flect a followin’ the Charlotte’s cheer, 
shewed the officers at once ’twasa reg’lar blow up, and not 
confined to one or two such dissatisfied ships as ourselves— 
so, in course, they tries to palaver over the Charlottes, and 
advises them to return to their reg’lar duty, like men. ‘So 
we will,’ says Glyn, ‘when treated like men, but never 
afore. And moreover,’ says he, ‘the ficet,’ says Bob, 
‘*have made up their minds not to put breast to bar, or lift 
an anchor, till our wrongs are reg’larly righted.’ -‘ But 
mind,’ says one Bill Williams, a Welshman born—as fine a 
young fellow as ever you seed—he stood six feet two in 
his stockin’-fect—‘ mind ye,’ says he, steppin’ for’ard in 
front o° the officers—‘ay, and let it be clapt in the log,’ says 
he, slappin’ his thigh to give weight to his words, for Bill, 
they said, was a capital scholard, and could spout by the 
fathom wi’ the best bencher aboard—‘ mind, gemmen,’ says 
he, ‘if so be as the enemy’s fleet puts to sea, we'll first give 
the ships up to the ofticers—follow and fight ’em—ay, and 
beat ’em in the bargain; for d it,’ says he, ‘it never 
shall be said we shy’d Mister Crappo, or hadn’t the same 
nat’ral likin’ to lick him as ever. And then,’ says he, with 
a flourish of his fist, ‘we'll come back to Spithead in the 
triumph,’ (though | don know why he should fix upon she, 
for she wasn’t altogether one of the stanchest), ‘and re- 
peat,’ says he, ‘our complaints till we makes every lord in 
the land shake in his shoes.’ Well, you know, the ball 
once opened, the next step throughout the fleet as was ta- 
ken, was to get hold o’ tho keys o’ the magazine and arm- 
chests. We then tried to mollify the officers — tho’, I b’lieve, 
aboard the Mars, there wasn’t many sweet words passed a- 
twixt °em; and what’s more, I b’lieve they claps some 
blue jacket sentries over some of their doors. But aboard 
most o’ the ships, the officers were told no offence was 
meant to them; and to show ’em there wasn’t, it was wish- 
ed they should carry on the reg’lar duty afloat, as if noth- 
ing had happened amiss in the fleet; but at the same time 
they gets a bit of a hint, they wasn’t to interfere wi’ the 
— went to work to get our grievances granted.’ ” 
Howe’s visit to the mutineers, and the redress of 

their grievances, wind up the tale, with which, we have only 
to repeat, we have been highly gratified. The other anec- 
dotes are short and entertaining, with many graphic hits ; 
but w€ must spin our yarn no farther than one remaining 
extract—Jack’s description of a young lady whom he imag- 
ined fell in love with him on her passage to Madras. 

«¢ ¢ Bless your hearts, I lost,—or, what’s all as one as 
lost, let slip thro’ my fingers, on an out’ard-bound vyage to 
Madras, as nice a little craft as ever hit the fancy o* man— 
and for why? Because miss was too modest to open her 
mind, and Phill too green, at the time, to diskiver her drift. 
She was a reg’lar-built lady—played on your forty-pianor, 
and wore nothing but silks and satins all the way out to 
Madras. She'd the wickedest eye, and yet there was never
